improbable.1 


“ in the Administration of the law 
the party in power has been

only partisan but influenced by local 
interest. 
There is no disposition on 
tiie part of Republicans to deny to 
the Democratic* party any credit to 
which it may be entitled for the en­ 
actment of tin* Federal Reserve Law 
faulty though its sponsors now ad­ 
mit it to be.

been done by the Monetary Commis- 
sion created in 1908.

therefor to his party alone, ignoring 
the fact that the bill in its original 
form was faulty in the extreme. The 
Times recognized the injustice 
of

>er 25(h, 1913, said:

from introduction to enactment,

was a fundamental 


transformation of the bill. But

for the continued, powerful and 
effective influence of public op- 
inion we can hardly doubt that 
the measure would have been so 
faulty that its 
acceptance by 


the banks would have been ex- 
ceedingly doubtful, 
its success 


improbable.' 
"In the Administration of the law 


the party in power has been 
not 


inly partisan but influenced 'by local 
•nterftrf. 
There is no disposition on 


the part of Republicans to deny to 
the Democratic party any credit to 
which it may be entitled for the en- 
ictment of the Federal Reserve Law 
faulty though its sponsors now ad- 
nit it to be. But while conceding to 
he Democratic Administration 
any 


rcdit to whie.li it may be entitled in 


the enactment of the measure.

rablicans can very apprpriately and 
justly point to the service rendered 
by Republicans."

YIELD INCREASED 25 PER CENT 


Washington, April 10.—The story 


of the conversion of sawdust into 
alcohol, at a cost of from 13 to 15 
cents, and the relief thereby of the 
•asoline famine in the automobile 
industry is told in scientific form in 
a survey of the work of the federal 
forest products laboratory at Madi- 
on, Wisconsin. 
This 
survey 
has 


oeen prepared by head of the forest 
service, Henry S. Graves, to show 
some of the characteristic work of 
the laborartory, in view of the pro- 
posal to increase the appropriation 
for its experiment 
and 
investiga- 


itons. 
Mr. Graves' review of the 


work, as sent to the senate by the 
ccretary of agriculture includes the 
following memorandum on Improve- 
ments in Process 
of Destructively 


Distilling Hardwoods. 


"It is this industry that supplies 


the country with wood alcohol, ace- 
tate of lime and charcoal. It con- 
sumes annually over 1,000,000 cords 
of wood, valued at 
approximately 


$3.150,000, and produces products 
valued annually at $10,000,000. La- 
boratory tests have 
developed 
a 


method, 
involving 
practically 
no 


outlay for additional apparatus or 
material and no increase in the time 
of operation, which has increased 
the yields of alcohol 25 per cent and 
of lime 10 per cent. Universally ap- 
plied this would mean an annual in- 
crease in value from the raw mater- 
ia of approximately; $1,150,000."
